REMARKS 

This is an Amendment after Notice of Allowance, pursuant to 37 CFR 1.312 and MPEP 

714.16. 

On November 19, 2004, a Notice of Allowance was mailed for the above-captioned patent 
application. The claims have been amended in order to correct informalities therein. 

The amendment to claim 13 corrects a typographical error in claim 13 as it was introduced 
in the amendment dated March 24, 2004, in which the intended value of "1 x 1 0 15 " was erroneously 
presented as "1 x 10 5 " . The present amendment amends this value to 1 x 10 15 , as supported by the 
specification on page 8, line 4. Applicant submits that it is apparent that the originally presented 
value was a typographical error. 

The amendments to claims 15 and 23 correct typographical errors introduced in the 
transcription of the claims in the amendment of August 1 8, 2004. In the Amendment of March 24, 
2004, the term "Si" was correctly spelled in these claims, and it was mistyped as "Is" in the 
amendment dated August 18, 2004. The present amendment corrects these back to "Si". 

Pursuant to MPEP §714.16, it is the Applicants position that the amendments to the claims 
are mere corrections of formal matter. 

Furthermore, it is the Applicant's position that such amendments to the claims, pursuant to 
MPEP §714.16: (l)are needed for proper disclosure or protection of the Applicants invention, and 
(2) require no substantial amount of additional work on the part of the Patent Office.
